Why does our Constitution make 
the fell era I courts independent of 
Congress and the President. 
“The complete independence of 
the courts of Justice,” says Alexan­ 
der Hamilton, “is peculiarly essen­ 
tial in a limited Constitution which 
contains 
certain 
specified 
excep­ 
tions to the legislative law-making 
authority of Congress; such, for in­ 
stance, as that it shall pass no bills 
of attainder for trial without jury, 
no ex post facto laws Daw passed 
after an act was committed! and the 
like. 
“Limitations of this kind,” con­ 
cludes Hamilton, ‘can be preserved 
in 
practice no other 
way 
than 
through the medium of courts of jus­ 
tice, whose duty it must be to de­ 
clare all acts contrary to the mani­ 
fest tenor of the Constitution void.

After 30 years of selective breed­ 
ing, -scientists of the Department of 
Agriculture have turned to hybridi­ 
zation to produce broomcorn vari­ 
eties better for the consumer, the 
grower and the laborer who harvests 
the crop. 
For a parlor broom the housewife 
wants a fine brush free I rom red 
stain. 
Many varieties produce the 
fme brush, but red stain is a serious 
defect from the standpoint of quality 
and price. It is caused by a substance 
in the plant which turns red follow­ 
ing any injury from disease or in­ 
sects, or when water gets in the boot 
about the brush. 
Scientists in the Bureau of Plant 
Industry found two varieties of grain 
sorghums, however, that do not de­ 
velop a red stain. 
They are Shallu. 
an importation from India, and Ix*oti 
Red. a Kansas sorghum. 
These have 
been crossed with broomcorn. A non­ 
staining broomcorn has been obtain­ 
ed, but the brush does not have the 
desired quality.

corn to improve the blush.

Birne 1030, 
then fore, the Texas farm population 
ha-- decreased approximately 62,800 
or 2.6 per cent, and since 1935 the 
decreas e hat been about 12,700 or 
1.8 per cent.
